contract yet, and it is feared that the

threat to retire from the game ac­ 
cording to the 
Philadelphia 
Press. 
Manager Connie Mack admitted at 
his Tioga home that he was not sure 
Plank would be with the White Ele­ 
phants when they left for San A n­ 
tonio, Texas, on February 94. 
“ I hope and expect that Eddie will 
change his mind and play this year, 
said Connie. “ I will probably hear 
from him within the next three or 
four days.” 
"Did you have any intimation that 
Plank intended to retire from base 
ball?” Mack was asked. 
"Yes, he told us last Summer that 
1912 would be his last year as a m a­ 
jor league pitcher.” Connie replied. 
"I also heard from him recently. 
But 
you know how Eddie is aoout those 
matters. 
He's never in a hurry to 
make up his mind. He takes his time 
and 
considers 
a 
thing 
thoroughly 
from every angle. 
I hope that after 
he has given the subject every con­ 
sideration he will send in his signed 
contract. 
"You know Eddie does not have to 
play base ball to live. 
He owns sev­
